The United States 
Supreme Court has had to interpret 
various sections of the Act, and now 
has given a decision as to the 
mile limit. By a majority 4 has 
ruled that no vessel of whatever 
nationality has any right to have 
liquor aboard when it comes within 
three miles of the American coast; 
but that outside that limit the 
American vessels have the right to 
sell liquor. The obvious result of 
this decision, whether that was its 
purpose, is to put American vessels 
on an equality with foreign vessels 
in the matter of attracting patron- 
age. If people like to travel on wet 
ships, they will find American ships 
as wet as any others. As a matter 
of fact, vessels operated by 
United States Shipping Board have 
been selling liquor right along. The

Osman Digna, one of the ablest of 


guerilla leaders. Since then he 
has been a _ prisoner, though his 
captivity has been an exceedingly 


mild one, and now a British mem- 
ber of Parliament wants him re- 
leased. This may be done, for this 
doughty fighting man is long past 
the time of life when he is likely to 
take up arms again in any cause, 
and probably he has become recen- 
ciled to British rule in Egypt. Os- 
man does not deserve to be ranked 
with the great patroit rebels like 
Garibaldi or even Geronimo, Not 
from patriotic reasons did he raise 
the standard of revolt against the 
Egyptain Government, but because 
the Government was interfering with 
his most profitable line of business, 


which was the slave trade. Never- 
theless, his rebellion against the 
curtailment of his business § ac- 


tivities synchronized with thé religi- 
‘ous crusade of the Mahdi. They 
joined forces, Osman becoming the 
chief lieutenant of the Mahdi, and

The respectable part of this busniess 
was a traffic in ostrich feathers, 
gums, ivory, pepper, skins and other 
Central African produce in return 
for more or less tawdry European 
goods. But the most profitable trade 
was in slaves. In 1870 the slave 
trade was abolished, and the pros- 
perity of the house of Digna began 
to decline. For a time it was car- 
ried on clandestinely on a reduced 
scale, but in 1877 the firm was ruin- 
er when a British gunboat captured 
ia boat loaded with slaves, the pro- 
perty of the Digna brothers. Osman 
determined to rebel, and he sum- 
moned a number of his friends and 
suggested plans for a revolt, but 
these friends were timid, and he 
was obliged to abandon his project 
for the time being. ‘ 

Osman left Suakin and for the next 
six years roamed through the inter- 
ior, doing a little trade and making 
extensive acquaintance with the no- 
mad tribes, In 1881, Mahomet Achmet 
from his headquarters in the White 
desert announced that he was the 
Mahdi, and in 1883 Osman visited 
him to volunteer his services. He 
was cordially welcomed, and left 
with the title “Emir of the Dervish 
of God,” and with authority to raise 
troops in support of the Holy War. 
He won over an important Arab 
tribe which had control of the cara- 
van route from Berber to Suakin 
and at the head of this tribe was 
called upon to give battle to Tewfik 
Bey and a number of Egyptian sol- 
diers. He was defeated with heavy 
loss, and a short time later was 
beaten again. By this time most of 
his followers’ had deserted, but Os- 
man was not discouraged, and short- 
ly afterward, having collected anoth- 
er following, he surprised and massa- 
cred a considerable Egyptian force. 
The victory enhanced his prestige 
and Arab soldiers flocked to his side. 
Those who remained neutral he 
forced into his ranks by threats of 
death. He had several victories in 
quick succession, due to the genius 
of his men in taking cover and fall- 
ing upon unsuspecting enemies. 

Early in 1884, a force of 4,000 
Egyptian troops was sent tp Suakin 
under Valentine Baker Pasha and 
several other British officers. The ob- 


jective was the relief of Tokar and 
Sinkat, both surrounded by Osman’s 
forces. Osman’s spearmen surprised 
them, and the Egyptian riflemen], 
broke in panic. Only 1,400 of the 
escaped slaughter. The two garri- 


sons fell, But at Sikak, Tewfik and 
his 500 men, who tried to hack their 
way out, were killed to a man. At 
Tokar there was a surrender, and 
Osman pressed the black gunners 
into his ranks and later on they 
served the guns captured from Baker. 
The British Goernment was follow- 
ing its usual procedure, prolonging 
a war by not sending a strong en- 
ough force in the first instance to

Sir Gerald Graham, V. C., was sent 
out at the head of a large force 
which included some famous regi- 
ments. Graham engaged Osman’s 
forces in two bloody fights at El-Teb 
and Tamai and won both of them 
though by a narrow margin. It was 
at Tamia that a British square was 
broken for the first time in history, 
an event celebrated by Kipling in 
his famous poem, “Fuzzy-Wuzzy.” 

But Osman's resistance was not 
over and he remained at large. 
After the fall of Khartum in 1885 
Lord Wolseley decided to a 
railway connecting Suakin with Ber- 
ber, and Graham was again chosen 
to overcome the Arab resistance. 
He had a force of some 13,000 troops 
and again at Tamai was faced by 
Osman and his tribesmen. There 
was another desperate fight, the tide 
being turned as at the previous battle 
of Tamai by a cavalry charge. Osman 
lost 1,000 dead. Two days later he 
lost 1,500 at Tofrek and again near- 
ly won. After this the railway pro- 
ject was abandoned and a garrison 
left at Suakin, which in the course of 
the next year was under fire 300 
times. Osman remained at large 
ravaging the country, and after the 
death of the Mahdi becoming a 
lieutenant of his successor the Khal- 
ifa. He survived Omdurman, and 
fought again at Debrikat, where tle 
Dervishes made their last sta 
But once more he escaped, and 
was not till January, 1900, that h 
secret hiding place was disclosed 
and he became a prisoner of a police 
parol. Of late years he has been 
at Wadi Halfa, his confinement be- 
ing merely nominal.

Intelligence ‘tests made at the time] t 
the United States entered the re- 
vealed a shockingly low average of 
intelligence; many thousands of the 
enlisted men, able-bodied in every res- 
pect, showed the intelligence of 12- 
year-old children. This is the low- 
est stage of the mentally subnormal, 
before one comes to the legal imbe- 
ciles whose intelligence is rated as 
ci of a seven or eight year old

Many Evidences of Break · down. 
The Quebec authority says that 
everywhere there are, evidencs of a 
mental enfeeblement that do not re- 
quire an alienist to point out. People 
work with a wild enthusiasm and play 
with the most desperate energy as 
though the fate of the world depend- 
ed on the little game that engages 
them. They concentrate on things of 
no importance as though they were 
grappling with problems of life and 
death. The desire for publicity, the 
wish to pose in the limelight as an ob- 
ject of admiration causes boys to fo 
housebreaking, women to, scramb 
into divorce proceedings and youths 
and girls to dance till they drop of 
sheer exhaustion, or until the police 
intervene. These crimes or fads all 
indicate mental derangement, mind: de 
that do not view things in their rig! 
proportion, and in some cases are 
likely to lead to outright insanity. 
Another sign of aberration is the in- 
dividual attitude toward moral stan- 
dards. The Criminal Code has taken 
the place of the Decalogue as the 
standard of conduct for millions of 
people. The measure is no longer one 
of right or wrong, but of safe or un- 
safe. This, at least, is the view of 
Mr. Desloges.

ms of collective insanity 
can be n in many countries. He 
mentions the case of Germany 
brought on by a system of education 
and circumstances to a state of nerv- 
ous breakdown where it needed only 
the leadership of a diseased brain 
like that of William Hohenzollern to 
turn the whole people insane for the

The director of asylums believes 
that most of their tendencies have 
been produced by the war and cert- 
ainly intensified the war, and by 
the conditions that have followed it. 
The high cost of living, the frantic 
efforts being made by hundreds of 
thousands of people to keep up stan- 
dards of ining that they acquired 
in a period of abnormally high wages, 
are at some extent responsible for 
this nervous condition in whole peo- 
ples, and the war itself is responsible 
for a general loss of faith, not neces- 
sarily religious faith, but faith in 
anything—faith in one’ s self or in any 
force outside one's self. Another 
contributing factor is the increase in 
occupations which tend to keep the 
worker’s intelligence below the nor. 
mal. There are many occupations in 
which a man has one very small op- 
eration to perform, all the others be- 
ing done by machinery, and the con- 
centration of all one’s attention upon 
a trivial operation must, in the long 
run, result in the’ stultifying of intel- 
ligence. The cure is a return to the 
standards of good conduct and sensi- 
ble behavior that once prevailed 
among all civilized nations, no mat- 
ter what their religion.

“Rum and rain” instead of “rum 
and ruin” is the battle cry of the in- 
habitants of the Virgin Islands, a 
West Indian group that the United 
States purchased from Denmark when 
the German Government seemed 
about to make it a pivot for de- 
predations in the Western hem 
isphere. There are no unhappier 
Americans anywhere than the 26,000 
inhabitants of the Virgins. They 
have had no rain for three years and 
the Vostead Act has destroyed one of 
their chief industries. A writer in 
the New York Herald who visited 
them recently says that the popul- 
ation is decreasing from year to year, 
and that those who remain would also 
desert if they had the money or the 
initiative to do so. With the best will 
in the world’ the American Govern- 
ment cannot supply the islanders with 
the rainfall necessary for their crops 
and it is not likely to permit a re- 
laxation of the Volstead act in order 
that the islanders may again become 
a popular port of call for vessels, and 
the old bay rum industry be. revived. 
Mr. Bryan is much more in favor of 
making the British West Indies dry 
than permitting the Virgin Islands 
to become 4 trifle moist. 

Hurt By Volstead 

The United States Government 
paid Denmark $25,000,000 for these 
islands, perhaps the largest sum ever 
involved in a single deal. Denmark 
needed the money and the inhabitants 
no doubt thought that they would be 
as well or better off as part of the 
United States, but they reckoned 
without Andrew Volstead. St. 
Thomas, one of the islands, has 
no agriculture, nothing but a beau- 
tiful harbor. Once upon a time it 
was a port of consequence, but now 
its glory has departed. It is 1,400 
miles from New York, 1,000 miles 
from Panama and 3,500 miles from 
Liverpool. It had no coal itself but 
imported great quantities and ships | 
used to call there to the number of | 
ninety every month for bunkering. | 
Now the increase of oil 
vessels has interfered with this 
trade, and other vessels whose pass- 
engers or crew desire liquid refresh- 
ment go to other ports not so beau- 
tiful but equally convenient. The 
result is that about twenty-five ships | 
a month stop to take on coal and at! 
the earliest possible moment the en- 
gineer gets the signal for full speed 
hence. Yet on this island 11,000 
people made a living, since it was the 
distributing point for rum in the 
Caribbean. In a petition to Presi- 
dent Harding it was said that the 
application of the Volstead act to 
St. Thomas was equivalent to the 
establishment of a cruel blockade 
which must inevitably bring about 
the extermination of the people. 

Three Years’ Drought 

The Island of St. Croix which 
used to be the garden of the Wind- 
ward islands has had no rain to 
speak of for three years. The re-, 
sult is that the production of sugar 
cane for which it was famous has 
dwindled until it now averages about 
ten and a half tons to the acre. This 
same drought has had even more 
serious consequences on the island of 
St. Thomas where the people. with 
their other troubles, are hard put to 
se¢ure the necessary drinking and 
cooking water. St. Croix is well 
adapted by nature for the produc- 
tion of cane and long, staple cotton, 
and the lack of water might result 
1 the extinetion of these industries. 

they were destroyed there would 
“4 no alternative but to move the 
inhabitants somewhere else, and 
then treat the islands as Heligoland 
is being treated. Of course rain will 
come sooner or later, but if aueh 
a crisis as the present is not to re- 
cur large sums of money will have 
to be spent on the islands by the 
United States Government, for which 
it will be a long time in receiving 
returns, the inhabitants being al- 
ready taxed to the point of endur- 
ance. 

Blame Mr. Volstead 

Secretary Denby visited the islands 
not long ago and everywhere met 
the same tale of impending desola- 
tion. He said that the Government 
would take up immediately the 
question of ensuring the Virgin Is- 
landers a water supply, Engineers 
will be sent to make experiments 
with artesian wells. Those hereto- 
fore sunk have yielded a quantity 
of brackish water unfit for human 
consumption but which the cattle 
will drink. He will also recommend 
to Congress that funds be voted for 
the establishment of dams and re- 
servoirs which will store up the 
rainfall. Now when rain falls it is 
usually in tropical violence, and is 
drained off into the sea before it 
sinks into the soil. This, of course.

A Gold Brick | 

The United States has already 
sunk $25,000,000 in these islands, 
and while the investment seemed in 
the nature of a wise precaution at 
the time it now takes on the glit- 
tering hue of a gold brick. More ex- 
penditure looms in the immediate 
future. Therefore some members of 
Congress are in favor of approaching 
Denmark with a view of disposing 
of the islands to her. As matters 
now stand, the islands are worth a 
good deal more to Denmark than to 
the United States, and she might 
easily make an advantageous deal 
with Uncle Sam. The islanders 
would welcome this transfer. Others 


think that the wisest course to pur- 


sue would be for the United States 
to grant independence to the islands | 
with the proviso that it would have 
the right to go in again if the 
islanders failed to manage their own 
affairs. The islanders would prob- 
ably welcome this proposal also, if 
they could be assured of a sufficient | 
loan to thoroughly establish them- 
selves. The general view, howeyer | 
is that Uncle Sam should not aban- 
don his expensive war baby, but that 
he might relax some of the Volstead | 
restrictions in order to permit the 
revival of an industry by means of 
which the islands flourished.
